OTHING in a presidential 

election year could be less 
vote-cntching than President 
Elaenhower's State of the 
Union message delivered to 
Cong rons yesterday. It 
promises a balanced budget, 
but no tax orefiefs, and it 
svekw approval for a long- 
term spending — programine 
tu combat Communism and 
jta evil influences in’ the 
Middle Kast and — Aain. 
Raupturous reaction from the 
nation fs hardly to be 
expected. 

Overscas, however, the 
message will be studied with 
deep appreciation, Many 
will see dn the request: for 
Congress to grant limited 
powers fur annual foreign 
aid appropriations ons oa 
return to the Marshall Plan 
policy of  bulatering the 
vulnerable parts of the world 
against = Communism a 
polley whieh hax found: 
decreasing favour with 
Congress. 

President Ejaenhower ia going 
to have no easy task in 
winning congressional ap 
proval for what ta generally 
regarded aa on nevel and 
precedent-creating proposal. 
American legislators have 
been reluctant to authorise 
any President to make 
fnancial commitments for 
more than one year, and 
they are likely to be even 
more reluctant to endorse 
such oa long-term plan ap- 
plicable to the Middle East 
and Asia. 


ys any objective appraisal of 
the President's proposal, 
fouw will deny that it is 
based on a sound apprecia- 
tion of the best methods of 
keeping Communism at bay 
in the more susceptible 
areas of the world, If it is 
nevepted that econumic aid 
helps) more than anything

Of the Western powers, only 
the United States is ina 
position to apply such an 
Assistance programme, 
fa anking a great deal from 
one country, 
tlve—refusal to assume such 
a responsibility--may spell:

Science Finds 


Of Radiation 


London, Jan. 5. 
British scientists have 
found the germ of an 
answer to one of man- 
kind’s most pressing prob- 
lems: how can human 
beings be protected against 
the dangers of radiation. 
A_ team, working under Mr 
A. S. Parkes at the National In- 
stitute for Medical Research and 
the. Radiopathology Research 
Unit In London have discovered 
that extreme cold cuts down the 
dumaging effect of radiation. 
They took the reproductive 
vigans of rats and cooled them 
to 79 degrees below zero centri- 
grade, then bombarded them 
with 3,300 rontogens of X-rays. 
When the animal tissue was 
restured to room temperature, 
they discovered that {t was still 
possible to graft other tissue on 
to it, and that the dumage was 
comparatively small. 
Tissue of the same kind, 
bombarded the same way at 
erdinary temperatures, was all 
but deslroyed. 
The problem now is to dis- 
cover what changes low tem- 
peratures bring about and how 
this knowledge can be applied.— 
London Express Service.
